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BERECROFT FIRE FURY 


Eighteen homes evacuated as estate is hit 
by second serious fire in less than a year

AN angry councillor has voiced resi¬ 
dents’ safety fears after a second 
major fire at a Harlow housing estate 
in less than a year. 

Firefighters were called to the blaze at 
Berecroft at 4.39am on Saturday. Eight-een 
homes were evacuated as they battled the 
inferno, which completely gutted one mid¬ 
terrace property and damaged four others. 

A 29-year-old man was arrested by police the 
following day on suspicion of committing arson 
with intent to endanger life. He has been released 
on bail until July 2 pending further enquiries. 

Last July fire ripped through a row of terraced 
houses on the estate, destroying two properties 
and damaging 10 others. 

This week local councillor and Berecroft resi¬ 
dent Lee Dangerfield said he was furious that 
remedial safety work promised by South Anglia 
Housing Association in the wake of the last blaze 
had not yet been done. 

“People living on this estate, myself included, 
are worried about the safety of their homes but 
despite all South Anglia’s promises no remedial 
work has even been started,” he said. 

Saturday’s fire was eventually extinguished

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Anger on estate at 
safety work delays 


THE fire in a row of ter¬ 
raced houses in Berecroft 
on Saturday was striking¬ 
ly similar to the blaze 
which destroyed homes 
on the same estate in July 
last year. 

Residents alarmed at how 
quickly that fire spread accu¬ 
sed South Anglia Housing 
Association, which owns the 
majority of properties on the 
estate, of compromising the 
safety of their homes when 
installing pitched roofs on 
the houses 10 years ago. 

They claimed the decision not 
to first remove the original bitu¬ 
men-coated had contributed to 
the fire spreading and also ques¬ 
tioned the integrity of the fire¬ 
walls in the buildings. 

Following a stormy public 
meeting, the housing association 
announced in October it would 
pay for an independent fire safe¬ 
ty review overseen by tenants, 
owner-occupiers, Harlow Coun¬ 
cil and MP Bill Rammell. It also 
agreed to pay for any necessary 
remedial works to give residents 
peace of mind. 

But almost eight months on, 
residents are still waiting for the 
safety checks to be completed 
and remedial works to start. 

Local councillor and 
Berecroft resident Lee 

Dangerfield, who alongside Mr 
Rammell played a key part in

securing the independent fire 
safety review, told the Star he 
was “furious” with the housing 
association and accused it of 
failing to put residents’ safety 
first. 

“I am absolutely furious with 
the length of time this process is 
taking,” he said. “People living 
on this estate, myself included, 
are worried about the safety of 
their homes, but despite all 
South Anglia’s promises no 
remedial work has even been 
started. 

“It’s been put out to tender but 
according to the timeline we’ve 
been given by South Anglia the 
work won’t be completed until 
May next year. It’s simply not 
good enough.” 

Mr Rammell said this week: 
“I have contacted Detective 
Chief Superintendent Simon 
Williams and Chris Ellison to 
ensure a thorough and speedy 
investigation is undertaken and 
follow-up action is taken to pro¬ 
tect against such occurrences 
happening in the future. 

“I understand South Anglia 
safety works, which I pushed for 
following the arson attack last 
year, will begin in July and I will 
continue to do everything possi¬ 
ble to work on the behalf of res¬ 
idents during this difficult time.” 

Mr Rammell’s concerns were 
echoed by his Conservative elec-

shortly after 9am, with two crews remaining at 
the scene to ensure no hotspots remained. 
Although no-one was seriously injured in the 
blaze, ambulance crews attending the scene 
treated a 3 5-year-old man for the effects of 
smoke inhalation. 

Divisional officer Mark Samuels, of Essex 
County Fire & Rescue Service, said: “Having 
fought a fire in a similar situation last year, 
crews knew the risks and potential for the fire 
r i spreading and quickly called for back-up. It is 
( thanks to their professionalism the fire was 
surrounded so quickly and contained to the 
extent it was.” 

Harlow Council set up an emergency rest centre 
at the Latton Bush Centre, where residents 
evacuated from their homes were provided with 
clothing and refreshments. Those unable to 
return to their homes have been provided with 
assistance in finding temporary accommodation.

tion opponent Robert Halfon, 
who visited the scene of the fire 
on Monday. “It’s wrong that the 
residents have suffered in this 
way,” he said. 

“I’m going to be seeking an 
urgent meeting with South 
Anglia because something needs 
to be done to make sure this 
never happens again.” 

However, South Anglia Hous¬ 
ing managing director Chris 
Ellison insisted work had alre¬ 
ady started on the estate to 
address residents’ concerns 
before Saturday’s fire. 

“Resident safety is our num¬ 
ber one priority and South 
Anglia Housing is currently car¬ 


rying out work on the estate to 
upgrade the properties,” he said. 

“We have been working with 
residents and elected representa¬ 
tives to help all residents on the 
estate have the information and 
understanding they need around 
fire safety and anti-social behav¬ 
iour. 

“This includes weekly work¬ 
shops in partnership with the 
local police on how to prevent 
anti-social behaviour, various 
community projects, mail drops 
and information.”

According to Essex County Fire & Rescue 
Service, crews attended the privately-owned 
house - which is understood to be let as 


shared accommodation - as recently as April 
20 following reports of a house fire. 

Prior to that date, firefighters were sum¬ 
moned to the same mid-terrace property on 
one other occasion. 

One Berecroft resident, who did not want 
to be named, told the Star: “Saturday was the 


third time firefighters have been called out to 
put out a fire at that house in the past couple 
of months. Goodness knows what the people 
living there have been up to. 

“One thing’s for sure, though; it was only a 
matter of time before something terrible hap¬ 
pened and innocent lives were put in danger.”

ON April 3, 2008 we published an arti¬ 
cle, both in the Harlow Star and on the 
internet, entitled “Conduct case doctor 
can go back to work” which contained 
false allegations concerning Dr Plavelil 
George. We claimed that Dr George, for¬ 
merly a consultant at Doncaster Royal 
Infirmary, had been facing a catalogue 
of professional misconduct charges at a 
hearing before the General Medical 
Council. 


We stated that in 2001 he had ordered 
the closure of a children’s ward of which 
he was in charge in protest at having to 
cover a junior doctor’s shift. We also 
stated that Dr George had refused to 
treat, and instead sent home, a boy who 
was seriously ill with what turned out to 
be meningococcal septicaemia for no 
better reason than that he had been made 
to work on a Bank Holiday. We suggest¬ 
ed that by his conduct Dr George had 


acted pettily, selfishly, irresponsibly and 
in breach of his duties as a Consultant, 
and that he had faced disciplinary action 
before the GMC as a result. 

In fact, Dr George did not propose nor 
order the closure of a children’s ward, 
and it was untrue to state that Dr George 
had refused to treat the boy. Nor did Dr 
George face any charges of professional 
misconduct before the GMC. The GMC 
hearing involving Dr George was in fact 


concluded in March 2008 without any 
finding. We would also like to make it 
clear that there was no criticism by the 
hospital’s witnesses of Dr George’s clin¬ 
ical management of the boy. 

We are happy to set the record straight 
and apologise unreservedly to Dr 
George for any distress and damage 
caused by these allegations. We have 
agreed to pay him damages and to meet 
his legal costs. 
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ASBO teen fails 
in human rights 
appeal to court

A TEENAGE yob who com¬ 
plained that an anti-social behav¬ 
iour order banning him from 
mixing with another youth in 
public breached his human rights 
has failed in a legal challenge. 

Rory Brytz (18) was said by Judge 
Rodger Hayward Smith to be the ring¬ 
leader of a gang of youths called HTH 
(Harlow Town Hooligans) in which the 
other 16-year-old youth, who cannot be 
named for legal reasons, also played a 
leading role. 

Harlow magistrates imposed ASBOs on 
Brytz and the other youth last September 
after a year-long campaign of hell-raising 
and harassment in the local community. 
Brytz appealed against part of it. 

The 16-year-old appealed against the 
terms of the order which banned him being 
in the company of Brytz, using threatening 
or abusive behaviour and keeping out of the 
restricted area. 

The judge, sitting at Chelmsford Crown 
Court, said that after the ASBO had been 
placed on the pair last September, the num¬ 
ber of complaints to police about anti-social 
behaviour was considerably reduced and 
residents and businesses felt “like they were 
on holiday”.

Brytz, of Tany's Dell, Harlow, and also of 
56 Queens Way, Sudbury, is currently being 
held on remand in custody at Norwich 
Prison while awaiting sentence for six bur¬ 
glaries. 

Robert Ward, representing Brytz, had 
told the court he did not complain about the 
ASBO being made but claimed that it was 
excessive by preventing him spending time 
with the 16-year-old youth. 

He also claimed that the exclusion area 
involved was too large, adding: “His human 
rights are engaged." 

Mr Ward claimed the ordered breached 


the right for people to have the freedom to 
mix with who they wished. He accepted the 
exclusion zone applying to the Great 
Plumtree and Stow areas of Harlow but said 
that by going beyond that it was excessive. 

Referring to the 16-year-old, he said: 
“They live close to each other (in Harlow) 
and would want to stop and say hello.” 

However, Judge Hayward Smith said 
Brytz had a number of convictions includ¬ 
ing three offences against people, one 
against property, four of theft, and five 
against police. 

He continued: “They involved battery, 
dishonesty, harassment, threatening and 
abusive behaviour, and others. It is a sub¬ 
stantial list of convictions for a young man 
of 18. 

“From the evidence read and heard in this 
case it is clear Brytz is the ringleader of the 
gang and the other one was often with him. 
He plays a leading role.” 

The judge, who was sitting with two jus¬ 
tices, said the court was satisfied that the 
reduction in complaints stemmed from the 
order. However, he said the court was pre¬ 
pared to allow the pair to use buses travel¬ 
ling along First Avenue and Mandela 
Avenue, which cuts through the prohibited 
zone. 

Speaking after the court ruling, Sergeant 
Lewis Basford of Harlow police said: “This 
sets a precedent in how to deal with anti¬ 
social behaviour in Harlow and shows that 
we'll get support from the courts.” 


Cyclist attempts to grab 
handbag from woman 


New police chief to encouarge 
more community engagement 


POLICE are hunting a man 
suspected of attempting to 
snatch a handbag from a 
woman as she walked along a 
cycle path in Harlow. 

The attempted robbery took 
place on the track near Tumors 
between 11.45am and 11.56am 
on Saturday, April 17. 

The 3 5-year-old victim was 
walking along the track when a 
man rode past her on a moun¬ 
tain bike and attempted to grab 
her bag. 

He headed off towards 
Tumors opposite Tesco and in 
the general direction of 
Wedhey. 

The woman was uninjured 
and nothing was stolen. 

PC James Mulholland, of 
Essex Police, said: “Thank¬ 


fully the victim was left 
unharmed and nothing was 
stolen, but it concerns us that 
this man has done this in broad 
daylight. 

“We are keen to bring him to 
justice and want to hear from 
anyone who was in the area 
and saw this man because their 
information may prove vital in 
catching him.” 

The man is described as 
white, aged 25-28, 5ft 8ins tall, 
of slim build with short very 
dark hair. He was wearing a 
grey jumper and navy jeans.

THE gloves were off as four of 
Harlow’s six Parliamentary hopefuls 
locked horns at a hustings debate. 

Labour’s Bill Rammell, Conservative 
Robert Halfon, Liberal Democrat David 
White and UKIP’s John Croft were 
quizzed on the economy, immigration, 
Europe, education and Harlow North by 
the 200-strong audience at St Paul’s 
Church. 

Ten minutes into the Question Time -style 
debate BNP candidate Eddy Butler, who had 
not been invited to take part, grabbed a micro¬ 
phone and branded organisers Heart4Harlow 
and The Anglican Deanery of Harlow “unde¬ 
mocratic” and “an absolute disgrace” for refus-

ing to give him a place on the panel. 

Mr Rammell told the meeting tax rises were 
inevitable whoever came to power but claimed 
that under a Labour government 60 per cent of 
the increases would be borne by the top five 
per cent of earners, a claim dismissed as scare- 
mongering by Mr Halfon. 

Mr White outlined his party’ plans to raise 
the personal allowance threshold to £10,000, 
while Mr Croft said billions of pounds could 
be saved through Britain’s withdrawal from the 
EU. 

On immigration, Mr Rammell said no party 
could promise to put a stop to illegal entrants 
but argued Labour’s Australian-style 
points system was the best way of control¬ 
ling the flow of immigrants. 

Mr Halfon said that putting a cap on the 
number of immigrants allowed into the UK 
would reduce the figures from hundreds of 
thousands to tens of thousands and 
pledged a Tory crackdown on student visa 
abuse. 

Mr White said it was vitally important 
to remember the wealth of benefits immi¬ 
gration had brought to the country and said 
the Lib Dems would direct the flow of 
immigrants to the parts of the country in 
most need of the extra workforce. 

UKIP’s immigration policy again cen¬ 
tred on Britain's involvement in the EU, 
with Mr Croft arguing that “aircraft carrier 
Great Britain is full” and pledging to wres¬ 
tle back control of the country’s borders 
from Brussells. 

Other key national issues debated dur¬ 
ing the course of the evening included edu¬ 
cation funding and the NHS. 

On local issues, both Mr Rammell and 
Mr White pledged support for the Harlow 
North development while Mr Halfon 
called for the East of England plan to be 
scrapped and promised the Tories would 
“go back to the drawing board”.

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Charity's plea to 
local community

A CHARITY working to 
improve the plight of 
those who are less 
fortunate than most has 
been relaunched at 
Harlow College. 
Cornerstone Trust, based in 
The Stow, works to improve 
the quality of life of socially 
and economically 
disadvantaged people in and 
around Harlow. 

Wendy Grafton, the charity’s chief 
executive, organised a special 
invitation-only event at the 
college’s Skylights Brasserie to 
raise the charity’s profile. 

“We know the one-to-one support 
we give makes a significant 
difference in people’s lives,” she 
said. “However, this kind of 
practical support is rarely funded 
by the statutory bodies so we are 
looking to the local community to 
help us raise funds. 

“This is our community and it’s 


our responsibility.” 

The trust was set up in 1998 to 
offer training to vulnerable adults, 
support for adults with mental 
health issues and advocacy 
support for adults with learning 
disabilities.

CONCERNS have been raised that 
some postal votes for today’s elec¬ 
tions may be ruled inadmissible 
after defective envelopes were sup¬ 
plied with ballot papers. 

One household received three sets of 
ballot papers with openings in the bot¬ 
tom of each of the tamper-proof 
envelopes. 

It meant the ballot papers could not be 
sealed properly without using sticky tape, rais¬ 
ing fears they could be declared void if it is 
suspected that they have been interfered with. 

One householder, who did not want to be 
named, was so concerned she contacted both 
Harlow Council and the Electoral Commi¬ 
ssion. 

“The bottom of the envelope has a hole in it 
so it is not sealed even after you have used the 
proper seal at the other end,” she said. 

“I could leave it as it is but it looks as 
though the ballot paper could fall out. But if I 
seal it up with tape it would look like it has 
been tampered with and it might be thrown 
out. 

“I called the helpline and asked for an 
assurance that it would be counted. I was told

that as long as the actual ballot paper does not 
look tampered with then it should be fine. 

“I’m not 100 per cent satisfied from what 
I’ve heard but I can’t do anymore. I have actu¬ 
ally been to a count and seen ballot papers 
discounted even if there is just the slightest 
thing wrong with them.” 

A spokesman for Harlow Council said: 
“This is the only case reported to the council 
where there has been a slit of this nature in the 
envelope. 

“The advice that has been given is that the 
envelope should be sealed and returned as 
normal. 

“All postal votes are checked, as this one 
will be, if returned in the normal way. If every¬ 
thing else is in order the votes will be includ¬ 
ed in the counts.” 


Jail threat hangs over man given 
an ASBO for drunken behaviour 


A HOMELESS man has been 
warned he could be jailed if 
he breaks a court order stop¬ 
ping him from being drunk in 
Harlow town centre and the 
Town Park. 

Magistrates issued Frank 
Craddick (50) with an Anti 
Social Behaviour Order after 
an application by Essex 
Police. The court was told Mr 
Craddick has plagued Harlow 
with his drunken behaviour 
for a sustained period of time. 


The order prohibits him 
from being under the influ¬ 
ence of alcohol inside an area 
bordered by Velizy Avenue, 
Fourth Avenue, Haydens 
Road and Third Avenue. He is 
also not allowed to be drunk 
in the park. 

PC Rob Hance, the local 
neighbourhood specialist 
officer who made the appli¬ 
cation, said: “We hope that 
Mr Craddock will realise 
what an impact he has had on 


the local community over the 
last year through his drunken¬ 
ness in public areas of 
Harlow. He knows this 
behaviour will not be tolerat¬ 
ed.” 

Sergeant Lewis Basford, of 
the Harlow neighbourhood 
policing team, said: “Essex 
Police have sent a clear mes¬ 
sage to those responsible for 
anti social behaviour in the 
town that this will not be tol¬ 
erated.”

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'Friendly fire' 
coroner seeks 
MoD review 
of procedures

THE coroner at an inquest 
into the deaths of three 
British soldiers killed in 
Afghanistan by a bomb from 
a US aircraft has said he will 
be making recommenda¬ 
tions to the Ministry of 
Defence to prevent a repeat 
of the tragedy. 

Private Robert Foster (19), of 
Great Plumtree, Harlow, and 
Privates Aaron McClure (19) and 
John Thrumble (21) - all serving 
with B-Company, 1st Battalion 
The Royal Anglian Regiment - 
were under intense fire when a 
US aircraft called in to help 
dropped a bomb on them instead 
of a Taliban position half a mile 
away. 

The inquest previously heard grid 
co-ordinates communicated between 
an air controller and an American 
weapons officer did not marry up 
before the bomb was dropped on the 
men. 

After recording a narrative verdict,

coroner David Masters said would 
make several recommendations to the 
Ministry of Defence. 

He wanted a review of existing 
‘second man’ procedures when check¬ 
ing grid references, with particular 
reference to the monitoring and 


checking of potential misidentifica- 
tion of targets and friendly forces. 

He would also be recommending a 
review of headcount procedures after 
the inquest heard how the troops 
returned to base without the body of 
Private Foster and had to head back to 
the blast scene to recover it. 

A post-mortem examination 
showed Private Foster died of asphyx¬ 
ia caused by entrapment following the 
explosion, whereas Privates McClure 
and Thrumble died as a result of blast 
wounds. 

He said he would also recommend 
an urgent review of the use of GPS 
tracker as Private Foster’s body might 
have been found sooner if he had been 
carrying one. 

The inquest heard Privates 
McClure and Thrumble were on the 
roof of a compound and Private Foster 
was in a house firing from a window 
when the order for an air strike was 
given by platoon commander Major 
Antony Borgnis. 

Speaking after the inquest, Captain 
Ian Robinson, welfare officer with 1st 
Battalion, the Royal Anglian, paid 
tribute to the three men. 

He said: “They were proud to serve 
their country and they made the ulti¬ 
mate sacrifice while trying to make a 
difference to people’s lives. We’re 
proud of them.”

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Renaissance of town 
centre 'garden' plan

H ERE on the pages of 
Nostalgia we are 
accustomed to 
delving into the past, 
evoking memories of some 
of the events and 
happenings of days gone by.

ever had been plans for creating a 
small garden, following the success 
of the new trees in West Gate we 
have in fact been investigating the 
possibility of creating a small 
seating and bedding area in the 
square," Harlow Renaissance 
spokeswoman Nicky Bowland told 
the Star. 

Aralia Designs, the local company 
that planted the trees, is currently 
working on a plan which would 
include a shrub bed with seating 
around the existing tree near to 
Attwaters. 

The design will be low 
maintenance and drought resistant, 
possibly incorporating grasses as 
well as shrubs and hopefully spring 
bulbs to form part of the planting 
scheme. 

The Town Centre Partnership is 
currently in discussion with a local 
company to fund this new 
landscaping project. 

Nicky said: “It is very early days as 
funding has yet to be secured to 
carry forward the project, but it’s 
good to know that we continue on 
with the tradition of enhancing the 
area for everyone who passes 
through it!”

Nazi uniform? - and wheeling out 
impressions of Michael Howard and 
George Bush for one last hurrah is 
hardly keeping things topical. 

But with the dearth of personality and 
charisma currently on 
show in British 
politics - as Rory 
quips, he can’t 
do Nick Clegg, 
but then neither 
can Nick Clegg - 
it’s difficult to 


blame him for plundering the satirical 
goldmine of the New Labour era. 

By contrast, the second half of the 
show was something altogether more 
engaging, a Question Time- style 
political debate chaired by Bremner 
and featuring as panel of best-selling 
author Frederick Forsyth, writer and 
comedian Andy Hamilton and local 
Labour councillor Tony Durcan. 

Kudos must go to Mr Durcan, a last- 
minute stand-in for journalist Rosie 
Boycott, for more than holding his 
own against the titanic wit of messers 
Hamilton and Bremner and the artful 
articulation of Freddie Forsyth. 

The improbable panel fielded 
questions from the floor on 
topics as diverse as the benefits 
of coalition governments, the 
importance of QUANGOS, 
Britain’s role in the EU and, 
to a great roar of approval 
from the sweltering 
audience, which party would 
pledge to introduce air 
conditioning at The 
Playhouse. 

But as the evening came 
to an abrupt close to 
prevent the audience 
from succumbing en 
masse to heatstroke, 
there lingered the 
nagging feeling the 
show, like the very 
election it sought to 
lampoon, hadn’t 
quite lived up to 
its billing.

REVIEW 

Rory Bremner's Election Battlebus 
Harlow Playhouse 


WITH the much-vaunted yet 
depressingly restrained televised 
leaders’ debates descending into 
yawnsome political burblechore 
and bath-time squabbling, Rory 
Bremner’s appearance at The 
Playhouse presented the veteran 
satirist with a golden opportunity 
to reignite voters’ waning 
enthusiasm for the General 
Election.

But the stand-up 
half of his first live show 
since 2005 too often 
lacked relevance and 
structure.

CUTE and cuddly woodland 
creatures including squirrels, deer, 
mice and groundhogs are revolting. 
Revolting against the housing 
developers who are encroaching on 
their territory and destroying acres 
of lush, natural habitat to make way 
for ecologically-unsound housing 
estates. 

In Roger Kumble’s family-oriented 
comedy, Mother Nature fights back tooth 
and claw (and hoof and feather) against 
the human invaders. 

A mischievous raccoon with digitally- 
enhanced facial features is the chief 
architect of the cartoonish chaos, calling 
to arms his woodland chums to teach 
the interlopers a painful lesson about 
protecting the flora and fauna. 


Screenwriters Michael Carnes and Josh 
Gilbert tip the balance of power firmly in 
favour of the critters for the first half of 
the film before allowing the humans to 
gain the upper hand, albeit sneakily. 
However, you can’t keep an army of 
birds and rodents down and the final 
showdown hammers home eco- 
conscious messages about recycling and 
caring for the environment with all of the 
subtlety of a big whiff of a skunk’s 
bottom. 

Dan Sanders (Brendan Fraser) works for 
Lyman Enterprises, a real estate 
company which is developing a small 
community in the forests of Oregon. The 
family man has transplanted his teacher 
wife Tammy (Brooke Shields) and 
teenage son Tyler (Matt Prokop) to the 
back of beyond while he completes the 
year-long project for his demanding 
boss, Neal Lyman (Ken Jeong). 

Tammy and Tyler are both dismayed by 
Dan’s willful disregard for the local 


wildlife. And when Neal orders Dan to 
destroy vast swathes of the forest to 
realise his vision, the workaholic father 
reluctantly agrees, marshaling a large 
workforce to clear the area. 

However, a tenacious raccoon and his 
forest friends fight back to protect their 
stomping ground, lighting the touch 
paper on a titanic battle between man 
and beast. 

Meanwhile, Tyler falls for local girl 
Amber (Skyler Samuels) and together 
they vociferously protest against Lyman 
Enterprises, hoping to stop the 
destruction. 

Furry Vengeance is pitched at very young 
audiences who will delight at the 
suffering meted out to Fraser's hapless 
fall guy. For older viewers - indeed 
anyone whose age has reached double 
digits - it induces sleep as quickly as the 
Herbal Sleepy-Bye Tea which Dan glugs 
after a crow keeps him awake with its 
incessant pecking.

BACK in 1984, writer-director Wes 
Craven unleashed one of cinema's most 
iconic and dearly beloved boogiemen:

CBRE 
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Mid-life tweak rejuvenates X5 



The latest, lightly-facelifted version 
of BMW X5 is quick, comfortable, 
luxurious, responsive and efficient, 
wrapped up in a sophisticated and 
far from ostentatious package. 
MATT JOY takes it for a test drive. 


A re you sure what you want 
from your next car? That 
may sound like a daft 
question, but unlike most other 
consumer goods a car is a 
curious blend of image, 
functionality and cost. 

There are the lucky few who can 
choose whatever they want and 
hang the expense, but for 
normal people we have some 
difficult decisions to make. 

Not surprisingly, the rise and 
rise of the SUV is down to its 
practicality, driving position and 
image. BMW already has a few 
offerings in this camp, although 
a focus on keeping a high level of 
driving dynamics has led the 
German firm to label them SAV 
- Sports Activity Vehicle. 

The one that started it all has 
been given a new lease of life. 
The X5 was BMW’s first take on 
the SUV and its second- 
generation model launched in 
2007 has sold more than 15,000 
examples in less than three 
years. Now there’s a lightly- 
facelifted version with even 
more to offer. 

Unless you’re a real nerd you’ll 
probably take one look, think it 
looks smarter somehow but not 
be sure why. There are new front 
and rear bumpers with bigger 
air intakes, more body colouring 


where before there was matt 
black, as well as a larger choice 
of paint hues and tweaked light 
clusters, with LEDs front and 
rear. 

Some might be miffed that it 
doesn’t look significantly 
different, but this is a mid-life 
tweak that won’t upset current 
owners nor alienate potential 
buyers. After all, the X5 is as 
taut and handsome as it ever 
was. 

That also means it’s no bigger 
inside, but that’s not an issue 
either. The generous footprint 
means space isn’t an issue, 
whether you choose a five or 
seven-seat version. 

Like comparable BMWs in this 
price bracket, luxury is the 
order of the day and leather 
seating all round now comes as 
standard, adding to the quality 
of the cabin. You can take the 


usual high-standard of fit and 
finish for granted: there’s no 
penny-pinching in here and the 
X5 now gets access to all the 
electronic toys that have 
recently appeared elsewhere. 
The latest generation of the i- 
Drive controller already seen on 
the 5-Series is feature-packed yet 
a cinch to use. There’s also even 
smarter stuff like the brilliant 
Side View camera system that 
allows you to peek up the road 
from junctions, speed limit 
information automatically read 
by cameras, the Top View 
reversing camera and active 
cruise control which now has a 
stop and go function. Effortless 
to use, it turns crawling traffic 
jams into an opportunity to sit 
back and relax. 

Yet the real headline-grabber for 
the revised X5 is what’s going on 
in the engine room. The four 
engine options, two of each fuel, 


are either new to the X5 or 
heavily revised. The petrols, 
especially the xDrive50i, will be 
a hoot to drive but it’s the diesels 
that are most relevant in the UK. 
The xDrive30d now has four per 
cent more power and torque and 
cuts its 0-62mph time by half a 
second, yet it also offers 10 per 
cent better fuel consumption and 
emissions, as well as being EU5 
compliant. 

The xDrive40d supersedes the 
35d and although it continues 
with its 3.0-litre capacity, the full 
complement of efficient 
dynamics measures and lighter 
weight gives it a major boost 
over the outgoing version. 
Inevitably helped by the 
excellent new eight-speed 
automatic transmission as 
standard, the xDrive40d has all 
the bases covered. 

Functional driving requires very 


little effort from the driver. The 
automatic gearbox uses all eight 
ratios to keep engine revs low 
for economy and noise but also 
leaves it right in the middle of 
the torque band, so progress is 
smooth and unfussy. 

A more determined squeeze of 
the throttle brings a more vocal 
but not unpleasant sound from 
the engine room, while full on 
performance can be controlled 
by activating the Sport mode and 
taking manual control of the 
transmission. 

It may be a sizeable and weighty 
vehicle (although lighter than 
virtually all its rivals) but at 
some point you will want to 
press on and enjoy the sharp 
responses and impressive 
composure that the X5 displays. 
It’s suspension is not the softest 
but it’s more than capable of 
riding comfortably and the pay 
off is the kind of sharpness that 
makes brisk drive a real 
pleasure. 

As a jack of all trades, the X5 
ticks more boxes than you could 
reasonably expect: quick, 
comfortable, luxurious, 
responsive and efficient, 
wrapped up in a sophisticated 
and far from ostentatious 
package. 

But the real bonus with the 
revised X5 is that it makes more 
economic sense than ever, 
allowing you to revel in its 
abilities whilst totting up the 
fuel savings. If only life was 
always this effortless.
